3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over lshil<awa et al (6,132,856), for reasons of 
record. 

4. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 
under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese document 09-052776, for reasons of 
record. 

Applicants argue that the prior art references fail to teach the limitation "wherein 
the component has a curved surface and/or an inclined surface and the fibers are 
aligned in a surface shape of the curved surface and/or the inclined surface". It is 
argued that the prior art the component is obtained by machining an obtained board 
material, leaving interlayers exposed. 

This is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. Ishikawa et al do not teach 
the machining of the component but the forming of the component which is hot pressed 
into the desired shape, see column 7, lines 13-22, 52-55. On of ordinary skill in the art 
would not equate shaping with machining such as cutting. It is maintained that the 
shaping step of Ishikawa et al would form the claimed structure.

The Japanese document uses a hot press step not machining as argued and 
would form the claimed structure.
